A Landscape in the Land of Fire. 

A remarkable landscape it is; pictur 
beyond description, and altogether 
unlike the idea generally entertained of 
Fuegian scevery. That portion of it 
which an artist would term the “fore- 
ground” is a cove, whichis shaped 
somewhat like the shoe of a mule—run- 
ning e#bout a hundred yards into the 
land, while less than fifty feet across the 
mouth. Its shores, rising abruptly from 
the beach, are wooded ali around with a 
thick forest, which covers the steep sides 
of the encircling hills as fur as can be 
seen. The trees, tall and grand, are of 
three kinds, almost peculiar to Tierra del 
Fuego. One is, a true beech; another,

The sea-arm on which the cove opens 
is but little over a mile in width; its op- 
posite shore being a sheer cliff. rising 
hundreds of feet above the water, and 
indented here and there by deep gorges 
with thickly wooded sides. Above the 
clifl’s crest the slope continues on 
ward to a mountain ridge of many peaks, 
one of them a grand cone towering 
thousands of feet above all the others 
That is Mount Darwin, wrapped ina 
mantle of never melting snow. Along 
the intermediate space between the chiff's 
crest and the snow-line is abelt of wood- 
land, intersected by what might be taken 
for streams of water, were it not for their 
color. But they are too blue, too noise- 
less, to be water. Yet, in a way, they 
are water, for they are glaciers; some of 
them abutting upon the sea-arm, and fill- 
ing up the gorges that open upon it, with 
facades as precipitous as that.of the cliff 
itself. There are streams of water also 
which procced from the melting of the 
snow above; cataracts that spout out from 
the wooded sides of the ravines, their 
giistening sheen vividly conspicuous amid 
the grencry of the trees. Two of these 
curving jets, projected from walls of ver- 
dure on opposite sides of a gorge, meet 
midway and, mingling, fall thence per- 
pendicularly down; changing, long ere 
they reach the water below, to a colump 
of white spray. 

Little would one expect to find parrots 
and humming -birds in that high latitude; 
yet a flock of the former chatter in the 
evergreens, fecding on the berries of the 
winter’s-bark; while numbers of the lat- 
ter are seen, flitting to and fro or poised 
on whirring wings before the bell-shaped 
blossoms of the fuchsias. 

Night comes on, but not darkness with 
it. Still another wonder is revealed—the 
long continuance of twilight; the strange 
phenomenon being due to the fact that 
the sun, for some time after it has 
sunk below the horizog, continues to shine 
on the glistening ie ol the glaciers and 
the snow of the mountain summits, thus 
producing a weird reflection in the heav- 
ens, romewhat reseabling the suvora bo 
vealis!—A’. Nichols.

In a short time she was arrested. 
By law the woman could not be tried 
for murder because her husband lived 
more than a year after he was poisoned. 
She was indicted for poisoning, and 
put on trial in Hillsdale Mr, Van 
Arman, then a young man with a law 
office in Marshall, Mich., defended her, 
A young French chemist from Detroit 
testified against the accused. He was 
the only chemist that Detroit afforded, | 
and he was avery incompetent one. 
This young man swore to the jury that 
he had analyzed several of the bis- 
euits which the prisoner had mate for 
her husband's eating, and had found 
they contained arsenic. From his quan- 
titative analysis he swore positively 
that the husband had swallowed less 
than a grain of arsenic. The chemist 
further swore that a grain of arsenic 
was a deadly dose, and that even less 
might be fatal. 

There were no railroads in Michigan 
at that early day, and there was not 
anothe: chemist nearer than Chicago, 
Mr. Van Arama, who had studied 
chemistry in his youth, and had even 
delivered lectures on the subject, plain- 
ly saw that the Frenchman’s testimony 
was woefully incorrect. Mr. Van Ar- 
man contended before the jury, that a 
grain of arsenic was only a medicinal 
dose and that the defendant's husband, 
therefore, must have become fatally ill 
through some other agency than poi- 
son in the biscuits. He could produce 
no expert testimony to substantiate his 
theory because no experts were within 
reach. Knowing thata grain of arse- 
nic would not seriously affect the hu- 
man system, he caused a number of 
biscuits to be baked by a physician of 
the town, each of them containing 
a grain of thedeadly substance. For- 
tunately for his client, there were none 
of the original biscuits to be had, and 
the jury could not murmur against the 
substitution of new ones. | 

Having proved by the physicians 
who made them that the biscuits were 


properly poisoned, Mr. Van Arman 
near the beginning of his clicsing ar- 


duced the art into England in 1790.

much taste. In at least one important 
respect, in the arrangement of their 
houses, the Dnteh differ greatly from 
the English. 

In Holland the kitchens are general 
ly in front; and as the windows face 
the street, it affords unlimited oppor- 
tunities for the cook and housemaid to 
carry on flirtations with their male ad— 
mirers—a facility of which they are 
by no means slow to avail themselves. 
Many of the Dutch houses are far 
more elaborrtely ornamented inside 
than those of modern construction. In 
some of them you may see spacious 
entrance halis of white marble, broad 
staircases of dark polished oak, doors 
of shiniug mahogany, ceilings and 
walls beautifully painted with figures, 
fruit, and flowers, and mirrors with 
exquisitely carved frames permanent- 
ly fixed over the fire places. Even the 


plain unadorned buildings often used 
in England as refuges for the unfor- 
tunate and destitute, many of them 
being structures of considerable ar- 
chitectural beauty, while in their 
management the Dutch are very suc- 
cessful.

Skilled Workmen in Demand. 


In nearly every branch of useful industry 
the supply of skilled workmen 1s unequal 


‘to the demand. From one cause 


another, com paratively few serve the needed 
apprenticeship to trades necessary to pro- 
duce finished workmen. The result is to 
crowd our workshops with poor mechanics. 
And one evil of trades unions is that they 
make no distinction between good work 
men and hotches. 

In our day very few boys are “bound” to 
serve « sufficient time to acquire 9 proper 
know) of thir etrades. upations re- 
quiring five or seven years to master are 
picked up in half the time, and so soon as 
a half-taught apprentice can secure a mem- 
bership he sets himself up as a jeurneyman, 
deman ling journeymen’s wages, a 
he may have mastered no more than the 
rudiments of histrade. This system works 
evil all round, and employers and parents 
should unite to break it up. 

Another error needing attention is the 
teo common notion that it is degrading to 
learn atrade. A profession, a clerkship— 
something neat, easy and “genteel”—is 
re rather than honest, useful toil. This 
is all wrong, and the sooner it comes to be 
understood the hetter will it be for our boys 
and for the country.

Synopsis of the Bill as Payseed by the

a chief thereof, whose duty it shall be to in- 
vestizate and report on the number. value 
and condition of the domestic animals of 
the United States, and also the causes of con- 
tagious aod communicable diseases amo 
them, and the means for the prevention a 
cure of the same. He is authorized to a 
point two competent arents, whose daty it 
shall be to report upon ths best methods of 
treating, transporting and caring for auni- 


mais, and the means to be for the 
suppression and extirpation of conta- 
gious umonia. The bill further 


provides that the r of 
acricultars may expend so much of the 
money appropriate! by this act as may b: 
necessary in paying for the animals it is 
deemed to saughter, and ia such 
disinfection and other means as may be nec- 
essary to extirpa’e disease. The authori- 
ties of the Stats shall pay one-half of the 
expense of the auimals it is deemed neces 
tary toslaucghter and one-half the cost of 
disinfection and care of the herds of catt'e.

HOT ONE LEFT 


Terrible Result of a Fire in the 
"Metropolis 

Every Member of a Family of Five 
Persons Killed, 


Details of the early morning fire in 4 New 
York tenement house in Stanton street, by 
which the Van Riper family of five persotis 
lost their lives, are as follows: Men who hai 
gathered in ths street heard a cry from one 
of the upper windows. Mrs. Van Riper had 
opene | ths m ddle window, and Was leaning 
out. She was clad only in ber night dress. 
The smoxe rolled ont thickly around ber as she 


waved her arms and shouted for help. A 
faint voice Was heard inside crying, ‘‘Save 
me! save me!” Mra Van Riper placed 
her knee cn the window sill. rs. Presley. 
who stoxl below, cr.ed, “Dont jump. It 
will kii you.” Mrs. Van Riper answere/, 
“I must, and, ba‘f turning ter hea 
she fell to the stone walk below. Her hea 
struck upon toe flagging, aad her body was 
pleaded over against @ coa! box. 

he was carrie! into James Corr’s liquor 
store on the corner, where she died two imin- 
utes later. 

Just before the policeman siw the smoke 
curling from the w.ndows, Frank 
on the top floor, wa; aroused, and ran into 
the hall. There he met Mr. Van Riper, who 
hai just come out of his own door. two 
passed a few words, and Van Riper burried 
back into his own room, shutting the door, 
and shouting toawaken hiswife. “I thought 
there was time enough,” Weaver said, “and 
went back to get my clothing, but 
as I reached my bedroom the fire 
burst through the side of th: 
hallway and clear across the stairs The 
smoke poured into mry rooms so fast that |

Engine 1!, from: Houston street, was tho 
first due on the alarm. Foreman Fishor says 
be got the alarm at 3:37, and at 3:39 he bal 
the water from the bydraut. As they brought 
up at the hydrant th: flames burst from the 
upper middie wiadow. In front of the burn- 
ing building were grouped nearly a dozen 
women and children, scantily clothed. 

A ho.e wa: led up the stairway. As the 
noz‘le men worked their way they had to 
turn six times and play behind them to put 
out the fire that kept brea‘ing through the 
wall aud cutting them off. it was fifteen 
minutes before the fire was sufficiently con- 
trolled to allow the men to reach the third 
floor. Even then it was eating through the 
floors and ceilings. 

While most of the men tore off p'astoring 
and flooring in the ha!! and the rear rooms, 
two of them with lanterns entered the front 
rooms, Justbeyonda sofa bed, and under 
the window, lay wha‘ see nel 'to be a singed 
bundle of clothing. Closer examination 
showed thatit wa; Jennie Van Riper, thir- 
teen years old. She had on ony her night 
dress. She lay on hor side, with her baby 
brother clasped in her arms. Her limbs and 
one side of her face and neck were shock- 
ingly burned, but the little one, shielde| by 
hissister, bal not bean toucied by the 
flames. Both were deal. 

Through the partly open door of a be.- 
room a man’s arm protruded. When the 
door was opened the body of Van Riper was 
found lying on the floor beside the bed face 
down. Oa the bel, near the wall, his feet 
drawn up, and his a-ms bent up as if to 
shield his tace, lay the boy A bert, a child of 
nine. His body wa: burned more than those 
of the rest, and particularly on the limb: and 
back. It would seem thnt the father hal 
carried the girl and the baby to the window 
and bai thx» returnel to ths bedroom for 
the boy, when he was overcome by the 


smoke. 

The whole family had perished. The bodies 
were liftel into a market wagon and carried 
to the police station. There they were laid 
on the floor and covered with a coarse cloth,

He was a cracker baker. His w.fe was 
thirty-two years old. The olblesS ciibki, Jen- 
nie, was thirteeo, Albert was nine, and the 
baby, also named Cornelius, was between 
two and three.
